Kxtraordix\uy Narrative.—T he O 
pin ion c of Turin has the following very 
singular story : “ The parish priest of Ya- 
rostiea was called up a few ntghis ago to 
administer the sacrament to a dying per¬ 
son, ami as he was returning home, ac¬ 
companied by two villagers, he perceived 
to his surprise a light in a cottage.

The Monkey that comes M-.iim-r to 
Max.—A t a late meeting of the VcaJemv 
of Sciences, M. (ieolfroy St. Hilaire pre¬ 
sented i printed essay of his on the kinds 
ot monkeys approaching nearest to tin 
human type.

The huts the Gorillas build for them.»dvcs 
are much more clumsily made than those 
of the t'himpahzecs. These two race.-, do 
not mix together, and the Gorilla is by far 
the stronger of the two.
